Should  any  stock  that  I  sell  prove  untrue  to  label, 
I  will  upon  proper  proof,  replace  same  free  of  charge 
or  return  the  purchase  price,  beyond  which  I  as¬ 
sume  no  responsibility.  When  stock  is  sold  and  de¬ 
livered  to  the  customer,  it  passes  out  of  our  care, 
therefore  we  can  not  be  responsible  for  the  growth 
or  germination  of  any  seeds,  bulbs,  plants  or  trees 
that  we  send  out.  Every  order  is  accepted  upon 
these  conditions. 

PACKING  CHARGES:  Study  well  before  placing 
order. 

Bare  root  stock  will  be  packed  free- where  cash 
accompanies  order,  otherwise  a  small  charge  will 
be  made  to  cover  cost  of  material  used.  Stock  es¬ 
tablished  in  one  gallon  containers  are  shipped  only 
in  multiples  of  tens,  as  the  crates  are  all  made  up 
to  hold  this  number.  Add  75c  per  crate  for  cost  of 
material.  All  crates  are  made  of  new  lumber  and 
can  be  used  again.  Five  gallon  containers  are 
shipped  in  multiples  of  two,  as  the  crates  are  made 
up  for  this  number  only.  Add  50c  for  each  crate  of 
this  size.  Our  crates  are  made  up  so  as  to  secure 
the  lowest  possible  freight  rate  on  this  class  of 
stock,  and  while  the  crating  may  seem  a  little  high, 
you  save  a  great  deal  on  transportation  charges.
